GRAY  PHANTOM— Shown  but  one  time.  Ohio, 
1939.  BLUE  RIBBON. 

A  distinctively  new  shade  in  Glads.  Orange, 
heavily  overlaid  gray,  giving  it  a  light  brownish 
effect.

Clear,  bright  velvety  dragon  red.  Self  except 
for  slightly  darker  shade  on  lip  in  the  throat. 
Seldom  a  two-lip  floret.  Double  row  placement. 
5  inch  floret.  10  open.  30  inch  flowerhead,  25 
buds.  Stands  70  inches -in  the  field.  Fine  per¬ 
former.  Husky  grower  from  bublets.

Small  velvety  cherry  throat  blotch  bor¬ 
dered  slate.  Florets  5%  inches.  Wide  open,  no- 
hood.  Always  faces  one  way,  ruffled  and  heavily 
fluted  and  heavy  substance.  Spiked  60  inches  long 
without  a  kink.  Unique  color  effect  sure  to  please 
the  smoky  fancier  and  exhibitor.  "

Bloomed  the  past  season  in  69  days.  Lins  Trial 
Gardens  report — “Overall  length  58  in.  Head 
lenghth  22  in.  6  open,  florets  5^4  1  6  in.  Foliage 
broad  and  healthy.  We  were  unable  to  criticize 
it  in  any  way."  Will  bloom  from  bulblets.

Strong  stiff  stems,  al¬ 
ways  straight.  Fine  stretch  of  flower  head  with¬ 
out  stem  showing  through.  Fairly  early.  Heavy 
producer.  A  few  off-face  florets  but  otherwise  a 
fine  performer  and  show  glad.

WHITE  SPIRE  (Kinyon)  Pure  White.  A  tall 
growing  variety,  the  tips  of  the  spikes  standing 
4  to  5  feet  high.  Five  inch  florets  with  8  open 
on  a  strong  straight  stem.  The  color  is  a  pure 
glistening  white  with  no  markings.  18  to  24  buds. 
White  Spire  may  be  cut  tight  in  bud,  yet  it  will 
open  perfectly.  Germination  and  propagation  ex¬ 
cellent.  White  Spire  received  first  awards  at  the 
Indiana,  Connecticut,  Michigan  and  New  England 
shows  in  1938.
